Foreword 


s | write this, Thomasina and | have just returned from the first international banknote show 

we have been able to attend in almost two years. This hobby is fundamentally a social one 
and it was wonderful to be able to talk to collectors and dealers in person after so long doing 
everything remotely. 


DNW are proud to be selling the first part of the vast collection put together by the late Gus 
Mac Ambhlaigh. While the majority of the collection is Irish, and will be auctioned in several 
parts over the next year, Gus also accumulated lovely groups of Scotland and the Isle of Man, 
both of which are in this auction. The Irish material is outstanding. Gus attempted to acquire an 
example of every date of issue for every major note type from the large joint stock banks and 
for the Ploughman and Lady Lavery series’. This auction includes an impressive example of this 
dedication in the form of his War Code collection, featuring every single possible code letter. 


The Red Ox is back, and he has been continuing his travels in the Middle-East. This time 
he brings us lovely collections of Lebanon and Syria. As an Ox, these countries are close to his 
heart, tied in as they are with Baal, the bull-headed god of antiquity worshipped by the people 
who lived in the region. Baal lends his name to the Temple and Pillars of Baalbek, which feature 
on so many of the beautiful notes of the two countries (see image below). Now that his tour of 
the Holy Land is complete, we are reliably informed that the Ox will continue his travels into 
Europe over the next few years. 


There are some wonderful Bank of England white notes, including one of only two known 
May £5s issued in Newcastle, and an ever-popular Peppiatt £500. There is also a very attractive 
Mahon Parchment Pair of Mahon with serial AO1 000070, a number completely new to the 
market. In the Scottish section, the highlight is undoubtedly a Douglas Heron & Company 
£1 with the incredible early date of 1772. The condition is fantastic considering it is almost 
exactly 250 years old. In the world section my personal favourite note is the Bank of Africa £20 
specimen produced by Waterlow & Sons, closely followed by the Libya specimen 1000 Lire from 
Tripolitania. As we say at DNW, both are ‘proper’ banknotes. 


We look forward to seeing as many of you as possible either at the auction in November or at 
the upcoming fairs in Florida and New York in January.

The Gus Mac Amhlaigh Collection of Ireland - Part One 


The Banknote Collections of Gus Mac Amhlaigh 


n Dublin in 1987, Gus moved from the Department of the Environment to found the Custom 

House Docks Development Authority. He became a key figure in formulating the first 
masterplan for the Dublin Docklands area which primarily focused on what we now know as 
Dublin’s International Financial Services Centre. 

He was responsible for the largest ever regeneration scheme in the history of the State. 
More than 21,000 people are now employed in the docklands and a further 22,000 people live 
in the area. 

Gus worked to persuade the Taoiseach, Charles Haughey, and later, the Minister for Finance, 
Ruairi Quinn, to promote the area and to help the people see its true potential. He left the Docklands 
Authority in 1999 and became CEO of the Irish Pension Unit Trust, one of the largest property 
funds in the country. He worked there until his retirement in 2007 and then proudly joined the 
board of directors of the commercial estate agents, Bannon Commercial. Gus began collecting 
banknotes in the early 1970’s. He began with his local Irish banknotes but his collection then 
proudly grew to include all of the British Isles. 

His passion for collecting lasted over 40 years. This timespan, along with his attentive nature, 
allowed him to acquire a huge and impressive collection. So much history and so many memories 
are wrapped up in this collection and | hope that whoever purchases a piece of this story 
will enjoy these banknotes as much as myself and my father have over the years.

19 If, notwithstanding that, the buyer fails to pay to DNW the 
‘total amount due’ within three weeks after the auction and DNW 
remits the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the ownership of the lot 
shall pass to DNW. 


20 Charges for withdrawn lots 


Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, DNW reserve the right 
to charge a fee of 15 per cent of DNW’s then latest middle 
estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, 
together with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in 
the UK, and ‘expenses’ incurred in relation to the property.

Every person interested should exercise and rely on 
his or her own judgement as to such matters and neither DNW 
nor its servants or agents are responsible for the correctness of 
such opinions. 


26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by 
attendance at the auction, DNW will, if so instructed, execute 
bids on their behalf. Neither DNW nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to 
do so. 


27 DNW shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 


28 DNW has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, 
to withdraw any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put 
up any lot for auction again. 


29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all 
actions, proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands 
whatever incurred or suffered by the person entitled to the benefit 
of the indemnity. 


(b) DNW declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants and 
agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to 
the extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of 
its servants and agents. 


30 Any notice by DNW to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given 
shall be deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 
hours after posting. 


31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in 
accordance with English law. All transactions to which these 
Conditions apply and all matters connected therewith shall also 
be governed by English law. DNW hereby submits to the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the English courts and all other parties concerned 
hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the English 
courts.

(a) ‘catalogue’ includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, 
price list or other publication; 


(b) ‘hammer price’ means the price at which a lot is knocked 
down by the auctioneer to the buyer;
